Iu the first address Mr. Bryan said in 


part: 


Mr. Chairman and fellow citi'/.ens : If 


\ou\vill be quiet now for a moment] 
would like to suggest for your considera- 


some matters which are pertinent 


to the decision of the issues involved in 
this campaign. 


The paramount issue of this campaign 


s the money question. That should be 
settled before we talk anything else. Our 
opponents say that it is not money we 
iced ; we have enough of that now. Jiut 
vhal we need to lestore prosperity is to 
Dpen our Jactoriej instead of our mints. 
My friends, it is no use to open our fac- 
ories until the paople have money to 
buy what the nulls produce.

This is a commercial city. It is found- 


ed upon the exchange of wealth. Wealth 
must be produced before it can be ex- 
,hanged. Unless you make it possible

vealth in which merchants can trade. 
A. Buffalo banker wiote a pamphlet, the 
ther day in which he used the words : 
The business man." There is not a 
3eison in this audience but that knows 
seller. The man is umply reversed tlie 
>rocess. Instead of the laborer and the 
ariner depending ou the business man, 
he business man depends on the laborer 
nd the farmer. 
The great toiling masses who work in 
he workshops and ou the farms, are the 
oundution of society. The business men 
re the buildings which stand upon that 
ouudation and the financiers act as a 
ort of roof to cover the building. 
You 


an take oft the roof and put on another 
oof. 
You can change your financial 


yatem and adopt another. But while 
ou can change the roof of the house 
vilhout destrojiug the house, yon can- 
,ot destroy the foundation without de- 
molishing the house. 
Prosperity comes up from below. It 


does not. come from the upper crust of 
society. My friends, it is the purpose of 
the Democratic party in its platform to 
restore prosperity to those who produce 
the wealth of this country. And when 
the wealth producers are prosperous then 
everybody who lives upon the wealth 
producer will share in that prosperity. 


The law is an important thing. Law 


can do much to change the conditions 
which surround us. But the law that 
allows a tew men to monopolize the bus- 
iness of the country and drive the hungry 
men out of society, out of business, dis- 
courages industry and simply encourages 
greed and avarice. A law which makes 
money dear makes everybody try to get 
hold of money, and a law which makes 
property cheap makes everybody try to 
get rid of property. The gold standard 
is bad because it makes money the only 
thing worth having and therefore inten- 
sifies the struggle to get it. The gold 
staudard is bad because the man who has 
money can profit by the rise in the value 
of that money without using it iu com- 
merce and trade. Therefore a law which 
makes money dear eneomages hoarding, 
encourages the misery and drives the 
labeling man out upon the streets to beg 
for a chance to earn his daily bread. 


Our opponents tell 113 that the gold 


standard is good for the laboring man. 
Hy fiiends, 1 bad rather risk the laboring"' 
man to 0ud out what is good for him than 
to leave the great monopolists of the 
country to find out what is good for the 
laboring man. 


Our opponents tell us that we are ar- 


raying class against class. I deny it. We 
are simply telling people that they have 
a right to keep other men's hands out of 
their pockets. My friends, I want you 
laboring men to investigate and find ont 
who it is that has stood by the laboring 
men in all their struggles to improve 
their condition. Is it the farmer or is it 
the president of the railroads? 


Our opponents are inclined to distrust 


those who believe in free coinage. They 
are inclined to think that these people 
are not capable of conducting a just gov- 
ernment. My friends, I want to ask 
who is going to save the people from 
themselves, because we have the people 
on our side.

You sa 
the law will increase the demand for si 
verand it will raise the price of silve 
and thai when you create a demand fo 
all the silver that comes then there wi 
be nobody that will sell his silver for les 
than $1 20 an ounce, because he can coi 
vert it into money at that price. If an. 
body tel's you lhat we are opposed to a 
lowing national banks to issue pape 
money, you tell them that we had rathe 
risk the control of the volume of th 
currency in the hands of the governmen 
than iu the hands of private individuals

"As part of the proceedings of that

THE TRUE STORY OF BARBARA. 


Barbara Frlctcliic's Lite at Frederick— H. 


Intense Patriotism — How Slic Treated the 


Kebels 
Wlin 
Outlicred 
Ruund 
her 


Porch—Another Woman Held the 


Flag Over the Keliela. 


It seems a pity to upset so pretty 


picture as the one drawn by Whittier < 
the aged Barbara Fiietchie waving tli 
stars and stripes over the heads of th 
rebel host as they march through Fret 
ericktown, but truth compels the state 
ment tbat Barbara only displayed tl 
Hag after the arrival of the Feder; 
troops, while a younger woman dare 
the rebels, without, however, being lire 
upon. 


Barbara's maiden name was Hanei 


and she was born on the 3d of Decen 
ber, 1760, in Lancaster, I'd,. 
Her fainil 


moved to Frederick. Md., when .she WH 
a child, and in ]80G she married .lull 
Casper Frietchie. 
One of her relative 


now living in Frederick is authority lo 
the following statement: 


"Barbara was intensely patriotic am 


iu September, 1802, when the Unio: 
soldiers drove the rebels out of Fred 
erick, Baibara manifested her delight b 
standing at her window with a silk lla 
in her hand. Owing to her advance 
age (nearly 96) she attracted a great dea 
of attention, both officers and private 
breaking ranks to shake her by the hand 
For three hours she continued by th 
window until becoming exhausted sti 
was peisuaded to come in and rest 
Earlier in the day a younger woman ht 
waved a small Union flag i'rom a l.ous 
in the same street while the lebris wei 
passmg. She was not lired upon, how 
ever. 


"In the excitement following on the 


retruat of tbe rebels the two incident 
became blended together, and a residen 
of the town wilting to Mrs. E N. South 
worth treated them as one, Mrs. South 
worth feeling that she could not do jus 
tice to the theme wrote au account of i 
to the Poet Whittier, who stretcbinj, 
poet's license to the limit penned t!i 
well-known verses 'entitled 
Barbara 


Frietchie. 


Barbara's home was situated on Weal 


Patrick street, on the east bank of Car 
roll creek. Directly opposite was the 
town spring, whose waters still bubble 
up refreshingly as they did through al 
the years of our bitter siriCe. Which- 
ever party held Frederick was sure to bi 
represented by its soldiers at that spring 
There during bot summer days ihej 
would lounge in the shade of Barbara's 
stoop. If it were the 'boys in blue' she 
was very gracious, and would come 
down and lend them her tumblers or hei 
dipper and give them biscuits: but not 
30 the Confederates, whom she would 
drive from her premises or order from 
her portico with a majestic motion of 
ber cane, her great age protecting hei 
from insolence or harm. 


"Barbara died on tlie ]8tli of Deoetn 


ber, 1862, at the age of 90 years and 1-3 
days. She was buried beside her bus- 
band in the German Reformed church 
yard of Frederick. 


•Iu 1868 a Hood did a great deal of 


damage to property on West Patrick 
street, and Barbara's house was con- 
demned and torn down to widen Cai roll 
:reek. 
The carpenter who raz-'d tbe 


bouse made canes of the balustrade, and 
sold them. One was sent to GeneraL 
Jrant as a souvenir. 


After Barbara's death there was a 


sale of a portion of the furniture, and it 
was my pleasure, a few years since, to 
see a bedstead owned by her in an up- 
lolbterer's store : old-fashioned, seveivlj 
plain and simple. 
1 could have passed 


t a hundred times without noticing it 
lad my attention not been called to it by 
the storekeeper, who told me he had 
>urchased it from a Frederick cipaler 
upon a sworn affidavit as to its genuine- 
ness. The bed on which she died is now 
owned 
and 
used 
by a grt at-great- 


nephew. Her sideboard is the property 
of another nephew. The historic silk 
lag is in the possession of tbe niece who 
stood, upon that memorable occasion, 
by Barbara's side while the latter held 
t in her hand : also among her priceless 
treasures this same niece values a blue 
ehina coffee pot, which was the property 
if Barbara.and from which coffee was 
lerved to General Washington when he 
risited Frederick in 1791. Upon that 
iccasion Washington spent the night at 
His. Kimbal's Hotel, where the City 
Ial! now stands, and Barbara Frietchie 
rought her Liverpool china to grace the 
able.

In many respects Mr. Bryan's speech 


in Philadelphia nits similar to those 
which he has delivered through different 
parts of the country. He spoke about 
Philadelphia, the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and contrasted the present fight 
for independence from the bankers. The 
salient poinls of hisspeech were as follows: 
"Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen, 


fellow citizens: 
"The gold standard papers ask why I 


come tj Peiiusylvania: I have nothing 
to conceal. I will tell you why I come. 
1 come first to secure, if possible, the 
electoral vote of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. If you deny that, if vou will not 
give me that vote, K we are defeated in 
this campaign, then 1 come upon anoth- 
er mission, and that is to tell the people 
of Pennsylvania that the agitation for 
free coinage will never cease in this coun- 
try until the gold standard is driven back 
to England. 


"They say that the craze is dying out. 


You may apply to it such epithets as yon 
will, but I know that the silver cause 
will not die. because truth never dies. 
Yon ask me why I know that tbis cause 
is true. 1 can give you many reasons, 
but one reason is sufficient, thai every 
enemy to good government is against free 
silver. Our cause appeals to the masses 
of the people, because the masses are in- 
terested in equal laws. Our cause is op- 
posed by those who waul to use our gov- 
ernment lor profit, because we are oppos- 
ed to governmenl instituted for any such 
purpose. 


"I come to proclaim financial inde- 


pendence in a city which saw the Decla- 
ration of Independence signed more than 
a hundred years ago. Tbe issue which is 
raised now was raised before. There 
were people then who said that we could 
not obtain independence unless some 
foreign nation would help us. There are 
those who say it to-day, and those who 
say it to-day stand in the same posilion 
as lliose who said it then. The people 
who, 
a hundred years ago, declared in 


favor of foreign supremacy were the peo- 
ple who had business dealings and acted 
as the agents of the people who employ 
them over there. 
You have no banks in 


his city to-day which are not controlled 
by the influence of London, and I have 
no more respect for the American who 
takes his patriolism from Lombard street 
than 1 have for the Tory who took his 
patriolism a hundred years ago from 
England. 


"One of the papers said that I lacked 


dignity. Hy friends, I have been look- 
ng into the matter, and do you know 
that I would rather have it said that I 
lacked dignity than to have it said that 
[ lacked backbone to meet the enemies 
of this government who conspire against 
the nation's welfare on Wall street. 
Now, it might be more dignified if I 
would stay at home and have people 
come to see me. But you know thai I 
said I wasu't going to promise to give 
anybody an office, and therefore a great 
many people who might come to see a 
candidate under some circumstances 
would not come to see me at all. Xow, 
my friends, I don't like to be lacking in 
any of the essentials, but do you know 
I can't see lhal there's any lack of dig- 
nity shown if 1 go before the people and 
^ilk to them and tell them what I stand 
'or and what I am opposed to* They 
say I am begging for votes. Not at all, 
I never asked a man to vote for me. In 
'act, I have told some people to vote 
against me : that is more than most can- 
didates do. 


I have said thai if anybody should 


>elieve that the gold standard was ab- 
solutely essential to the welfare of this 
country he ought not to vote for me at 
ill. I do not want any man to vote for 
me, then object to my doing what I ex- 
pect to do if you elect me. And if I can 
prevent the maintenance of tbe gold 
itandard, you can rely upon my doing it 
he very first opportunity given me. 
N'ow, my position on public questions is 
known, and I don't use the words sound 
money when I mean gold, either. And 


don't use the words honest money when 
talk about a dollar that is the most dis- 


lonest dollar this country ever saw—a 
gold dollar which keeps growing greater 
ill the time. My plalform sela forth 
,erlaiu policies and it states that the 
noney question is the paramount issue, 
ind then two other parties, to neither of 
which I belong, two other parties in 
lational convenlions declared that the 
money question is paramount, and they 
nominated me and every man who is 
upportiug me is willing lo say so and lo 
ay why he aoes it. 


"The Republican party adopted at St. 
ouis a platform which does not say 
hat the gold standard is a good thing, 
'he gold bugs tell us that gold is the 
money of civilization. Isn't it strange 
hat the Republican party did not find 
hat out in St. Loin's? It does not say 
o. The gold bugs tell us that this na- 
ion has outgrown the gold standard, 
'he gold bugs tell us that you cannot 
ave two yard sticks. They tell us that 
be free coinage of silver is simply in the 
nterests of the mine-owners. They tell 
s that the free coinage is desired by men 
vho want to pay their debts ia cheap 
ollars. How do you know that the Ee- 
ublicans didn't find that out ? Why, 
ecause their platlorm pledges the lie- 
ublican pa^ty to get rid of the gold 
tandard. Tbe Republican party pledgee 
o substitute a double standard for the 
ingle standard. If tbe gold standard is 
good thing would the Republican party 
ry to get rid of it ? Well, I think it 
would, but probably they wouldn't ad- 
nit it. 


My friends, I want you to meet tbis 


ssue. I said in the beginning that the 
lepublican party assailed the right of 


American people to govern thern- 


elves on the money question. Their 
latform transfers legislative power from 
ou across the ocean. If you doubt it, 
ead the platform. It says until those 
ations act we can do nothing. I am 
milling to submit any question to the 
American people. I care not what de- 
sion they may make, I will abide by it 
ntil they change il themselves. I am 
'illing to submit because I have confi- 
ence in tlie principles upon which rests 
ur form of government. I believe our 
jeople are capable of self-government. 


I believe the Republicans adopted 


their platform ia order to bold the peo- 
ple who wanted tbe gold standard, and 
if possible to conciliate tbe people who 
did not w-iht the gold standard. In 
other words, I believe that plalform was 


intended to deceive the voters of the 
United States, and it is designed to de- 
ceive voters, 
Do you realize what it 


means for the United Slates to cast its 
influence on that side ? This nation has 
never declared for the gold standard. 
No political party ever went before the 
country on a gold standard platform. la 
1888, the Republican party denounced 
the Democratic party for its efforts to 
demonetize silver. In 1892 the Republi- 
can party declared that the American 
people, from tradition and interest, were 
in favor of bimetallism. Have traditions 
changed yet in four years ? 


"The Democratic party.in 188-1, declar- 


ed for honest money, and uchke the 
present advocates of honest money the 
Democrats told what honest money was. 
It declared for honest money, the gold 
and silver coinage of the Constitution. 
And it elected a President on that plat- 
form. And then, in 18.SS, the Demo- 
cratic Convention reaffirmed the platform 
of 1884, agaiu declaring for 
honest 


money, the gold aud silver coinage of the 
Constitution, and then, in 1S92, what ? 
The Democratic Convention said 'We 
bold to the use of both gold and silver as 
the standard money of the country and 
to the coinage of both gold and silver 
without discrimination against either 
metal or charge for mintage. The plat- 
form of 1890 declared for bimetallism 
aud declared for the present ratio and 
tor the coinage of both gold and silver on 
equal 
teims 
without 
discrimination 


against either metal or charge for mint- 
age. 


Our record is clear. The Democratic 


party never declared fora gold standard, 
and no man iu office ever agitated a gold 
staudard after he was elected until he 
betrayed the people who elected him. I 
deny the right of any public servant to 
secure office upon a platform and then 
abandon the platform. 
My friends, I 


was reared in a different school of 
Democracy. 
When 1 find that my con- 


science will not permit me to carry out 
the platform on which I was elected I 
will resign and let some other man have 
Ihe ollice. 
Thai, my friends, in Ihe 


record of the Democratic party, and I 
stand hers not only as the regular 
nominee of the Democratic party, but 
I stand heie representing Ihe principles 
that have been Democratic from the 
time there was a Democratic party. 


"The Republican plallorm means that 


this ration shall be run by syndicates 
for four years more. Well, that is if the 
Republican ticket succeeds. Xow, my 
friends, if we maintain the present 
financial policy there is no end to bom! 
issues, because if they retire the gieeu- 
backs and Treasury notes, which the na- 
tional banks desire to do, if they do that, 
then there are the silver dollars and 
silver certificates, and Mr. Carlisle has 
recently said thai whenever it becomes 
necessary to maintain the parity- then it 
will be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to redeem silver dollars in 
gold, and the moment jou have the 
greenbacks and Treasury notes out of 
the way they will present silver dollars 
and silver certificates and demand gold 
for them whenever they want bonds 
issued. 


'•] want to tell von, my friends, that 


these men who have been conspiring 
against the credit of the government, 
all the time pretending that they were 
the only supporters of the government, 
that these men, these bankers, derive 
their power' from laws passed by tbe 
Federal Congress. 
They are owning 


banks that could not exist but for the 
consent of the people, and I am opposed 
to anything existing that linns around 
aud tries to be greater than its creator. 


"Now, my friends, after the Roths- 


child-Morgan contract, there w as another 
bond sale of a hundred million dollars, 
and I want to call your attention to one 
of the instances connected with that 
bond sale. One of the men who has 
profited most out of the government's 
extremities is J. Pierpont Morgan. 
When they announced that there would 
be another bond sale Mr. 
Morgan 


organized a syndicate to take the bonds 
and it was understood that they would 
be taken at about $1 0 i, and then it was 
changed so the bonds were offered at 
public sale. 
He waited until a few 


moments before the opening of the bids 
ai d then put in a bir: for £1 30 and a 
fraction, a raise of 8.1,000 »IX) over what 
he was willing lo pav at private sale, 
and more than $5 000.000 when he got 
the government in a corner and pro- 
ceeded to sqiiee-if it. It means thaf had 
he had his way he would have secured 
$5000000 out of the tax payers of this 
country. 
I want to say that crime 


exists in the motive, in Ihe intention, 
and the man who intends to do wrong 
does the wrong just as much in a moral 
sense as if he has a chance to complete it. 


"A man who tried to bleed the people 


of the 1'nited States to the extent of 
$o 000 000 on a single transaction is not 
the kind of man to invite to a banquet 
where Treasury otricialb. are present. I 
believe the time h;is come when the 
people should refuse to be held up and 
sandagged by a few men who assume 
thai money is more precious than 
humanity."

Very old furniture is much improved 


if washed willi lime water, and ;i coat of 
oil immediately applied. 


Wash brass ornaments with a solution 


of an ounce of rock alum dissolved in a 
pint of water. Wipe dry, then rub w'Ui 
soft leather and fine tripoli powder. 


C'hop lemon peel fine, mix with it a 


little salt, and store in wide-mouthed 
bottles, to season meats and soups. 


Wash Hat-irons occasionally with warm 


water, to every two quarts of which has 
been added half a tablespoonful ol' melt- 
ed lard. Wipe thoroughly, and set in a 
warm place till perfectly free from mois- 
ture.

An inexpensive but good cake icing is 


made by boiling three tablespoonfuls of 
milk, setting it aside to cool, adding a 
teaspoonful of tlavoring extract, aud 
thickening with powdered or confection- 
er's sugar till it will spread nicely. 


Test bluing with washing soda; if it 


turns red it is made of Prussian blue, a 
compound of iron. With some soaps 
and washing compounds this is decom- 
posed and causes iron rust spots. 


The gummed margins of envelopes are 


excellent labels for fruit cans. 
Boil old 


lubber rings in a strong solution of am- 
monia and water : it will soften them, 
and they may be used again with safety. 


Waterproof glue is made by soaking 


common glue in water until tMe pieces 
are soft, but retain their shape ; then 
dissolve by gentle heat in unboiled Un- 
seed oil. 


To anply labels to tin, use glue soften- 


ed in water, then boiled in strong vine- 
gar, and thickened while boiling to a 
still paste with wheat flour. A little 
quinine added will keep the compound 
from spoiling. 


A few lumps of beeswax wrapped iu 


old lint u, and placed in close pioximity 
to white satin or silk libhons, will tend 
to prevent their turning yellow. 


A teasipoonful of powdered borax- 


sprinkled over a closet or kitchen shell! 
before it is covered with paper, will pre- 
vent vermin from gathering between the 
shelf and the paper. A teaspoonful of 
borax added to cold starch gives linen 
an added gloss and stiffness. 


Spread a cloth on the bottom of the 


steamer ; on it place a loaf of stale bread, 
cover with another cloth, put on the 
cover and steam briskly ten or lifteen 
minutes. 
If served immediately, the 


bread will taste almost as fresh as when 
baked. 


An excellent paper to tie up jelly-cups 


or preserve-jars is made by brushing 
paper over with boiled linseed oil and 
suspending it in the air to dry. 
Cans 


put up late in the season, if tied closely 
over the top with several thicknesses of 
uaralline paper, will keep nearly as well 
as if sealed with their tops. 


To remove maple-sugar crystals from 


a glass jar, lay the jar on the side, put in 
a little warm water, and turn it from 
side to side for a few minutes. The jar 
is much less likely to crack than if held 
upright. 


Salt ilried in the oven, then reduced to 


a line powder in a mortar, if stored in 
air-tight cans or boxes, will not harden 
even in (lamp weather. 


Wash black calico or mi slin in swe^t 


skim-milk, diluted with i very littu 
water, using no soap. Rinse iu milk to 
which has been added a liberal allowance 
of bluing. "Dry wrong side out iu the 
shade; dampen evenly, and iron on (he 
wrong side. 


(.ilyceriue, thickened with litharge to 


the consistency of putty, makes a valu- 
able cement. It resists the action of the 
and water. H will stop cracks in iron- 
kettles or stone-jars, and hold lamp-tops 
to standards. Let dry an hour or two 
after applying before using. 


To freshen tan-colored shoes, dissolve 


a tablespoonful of salt in a little warm 
water, and add to a pint of cold water 
in which an ounce of salts of lemon has 
been dissolved. Wash the slices with 
this, and, when thorougly dry, polish 
with soft flannel or a bit of silk. 


i'lace a good-sbed lump of unslacked 


lime in the refrigerator occasionally. 
It 


will absorb the moistiue, prevent mold 
and preserve the food. If ttiere is a 
musty smell about the /.inc which scald- 
ing will not remove, mix a quart of 
quicklime into a thin paste with water, 
and apply with a paint-brush to every 
part. An occasional application to the 
wooden racks or trays will destroy all 
germs, aud perfectly purify and sweeten. 


The drain pipe should be disinfected 


at least once a week in warm weather. 
Dissolve a nickel's worth of copperas in 
half a paiHul of water, and gradually 
pour it down the pipe. An iron sink 
may be kept from rusting by applying 
with a brush a quarter of >„ pound ol 
asphaltnm in spirits of turpentine. 


1 )o not neglect the slop or garbage 


p;Us. 
Kcnuty regularly and thoroughly 


clean. The pail for kitchen slops should 
often be brushed with an lid broom and 
hot soap suds. Once a week after the 
scrubbing throw in a little washing soda 
ou hot water, and scrub with a whisk, 
broom or wing, disinfecting every part.

It is admitted that v.iih (lie aupprcj 


'jiou of smoke the advance against : 
posilioii «ill no doubt be somewhut mor 
(lifTiuult than formerly, but tlie riunge 
will not be greater until within 500 o 
MO yards, of the enemy. Beyond tli 
point, when distances can be judged will 
less difficulty, when tlie errors of aimiiif, 
are small, and where the trajectory o 
the bullets of the new army gun will be 
altogether dangerous, it will make littli 
difference, the experts aay, whethe 
smokeless or non-amokeless powder i; 
used. With high-powerul guns, capable 
of terrific velocities and greater aceurae; 
than the old wartime pieces, it will be o 
the greatest benefit to soldiers to have : 
clear Held, without n cloud of smoke, so 
that long-distance aiming can be done 
and a good target made of the enemy 
The absence ot smoke, the Army says, 
will be of material advantage to the de- 
fender, wliocan occupy positions which 
give cuver, while those atlacking must 
veiy often, if not always, advance un- 
concealed. 
In some cases formations ol 


tlie ground might enable them Io ap- 
proach under cover, but these are ad- 
mitted to lie exceptional, and sooner or 
later he must disclose himself. 


Whatever result 
smokeless powder 


nay have when infantry is fighting, it is 
inite clear to the army that it will ex 
eroise considerable influence on the other 
two arms, the artillery aud cavalry. 
The advantages which it will coul'er on 
the artillery are set forth by ordinance 
oflicers as follows : It leaves a clear field 
of fire, and will render it possible, there- 
fore, when firing upon artillery to dis- 
tinguish the guns from the intervals and 
to keep the fire of one's own guns direct- 
ed ou the former. The observation of 
the tile will also be simplified, while \\ith 
.be new powder the effect of projectiles 
vhieh burst in the rear of the smoke 
caused by the enemy's guns could not be 
seeu. The effect ol long-range Bre will 
also be as easily discerned as at short. 
When the artillery is employed in an 
pen country, it will be more difficult to 
jouceal it, while the smoke formerly 
Greened it from view. The movements 
if batteries, it is claimed, will be more 
difficult, since no advantage can betaken 
'f the smoke to conceal them, 
it is possibly an exaggeration to say, 
s many officers have who look upon the 
ntroduction of smokeless powder as 
eeessitating a direct change in the pres- 
nt tactics, that the cavalry will be ren- 
eied valueless on the battlefield. This 
ame opinion was expressed, the army 
en say, when firearms were introduced, 
nd still the cavalry remains an import- 
lit factor iu all military organizations, 
ome of the closest students of the art 
f war contend that the cavalry will not 


appear on the battlefield iu the next 
great wars, but will bo reserved solely to 
screen the infantry and for reconnoiter- 
ing purposes. Others contend that as 
men ou horses are higher above the 
ground than infantrymen, they have 
better opportunities of seeing what is be- 
fore regardless of smoke clouds, and 
that when the time comes for the cavalry 
to act it makes no difference whether the

BICYCLES AS AMBULANCES. 


teBt Novelty Introduced In thi: Wurld ol 


the WhCL-i— -Ii Ridden by One cir Two. 


The very latest novelty, say the Xew 


York llenM, which lias come from the 
busy brains of the 'licyele makers is an 
umlnilance. and it promises to supersede 
the old-fashioned, 
clattering, horse- 


drawn vehicle entiiely. 


Tins new adjunct to a prominent 


Chicago hospital has been thoroughly 
tested within the last few weeks, and 
lias easily proven its superiority. In the 
first place, il is available for use al any 
moment. There ia no waiting necessary 
for the hitching or unhitching of horses, 
and, 
uulike horses, it never becomes tir- 


ed. It is light, strong and sightly, and 
requires no more earn than the ordinary 
machine used for pleasure ridiug. 


The ambulance is made of one of the 


lighter varieties of wood and is puinted 
white. When the door at the rear is 
closed ventilation is secured by opening 
the slat-covered window at the front. 
Two strongly-made bicycles, equipped 
with every necessary 
appliance, are 


placed on each side of the ambulance, 
which is supported by springs attached 
to the two front crank hangers, which 
form a seating for the cross tubes run- 
ning under the wagon body. 


When a call is received at the hospital 


the ambulance surgeon on duty mounts 
one wheel and a porter or some one of 
the weepers gets on the other, and though 
neither of them may be able to ride a 
wheel when unsupported, Ihey are able 
to make as rapid progress as though they 
were experts. The new ambulance has 
received some very severe tests, having 
made some long trips over ail sorts of 
road beds at all hours of the night. No 
repairs have been necessary during the 
month that it has been in operation. 


Another advantage claimed for it is 


that one man can handle it as easily as 
two. During the recent hot spell the 
bicycie ambulance was in constant de- 
mand and was used in conveying to the 
hospital several women who had been 
overcome by the heat. While not so 
speedy as the tandem or the tricycle, it 
can without special effort be propelled at 
a rate that would ba unsafe to pedes- 
trians were horses the motive power. 


The hospital in question hasaclientele 


of wealthy persons living in the most 
exclusive of Chicago suburbs, aud the 
authorities declare that they have had 
numerous requests for the new ambu- 
lance from this class. In appearance it 
is infinitely superior to the old kind, aud 
as it is of course noiieless, its movements 
attract litlJe or no attention. This is a 
great advantage, as many persons refuse 
to avail themselves of the use of ambu- 
lances because their approach to a house 
is always accompanied by a curious 
crowd of children and idle curiosity 
mongers. 


The authorities of Bellevue Hospital 


are considering the adoption of the new 
ambulance at that institution.
